This Office Action is a response to Applicant's proposed amendment and 
response after FINAL filed on June 20, 2003. 



2. Applicant's proposed amended claims herein, present a new issue for 
search and consideration by the Examiner. 

5. Applicant's remarks filed September 22, 2003 with respect to the rejection 
of claims 20-25 and 61 made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Waalkes have been fully considered but are unpersuasive for reasons of record stated 
in the Final Office Action dated December 31 , 2002, in view of the proposed 
amendment not entered. 

As discussed in the Final Rejection one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
reasonably expected that the administration of cadmium in a known amount would have 
a beneficial therapeutic effect on correcting a cadmium deficiency in a human suffering 
cadmium deficiency, absent evidence to the contrary. Moreover, as Applicant admits 
that cadmium actually is essential trace metal in humans (see page 3, 2 nd paragraph), 
one ordinary skill in the art would reasonably expect that administering a specific 
amount of cadmium to a human suffering cadmium deficiency would correct cadmium 
deficiency in said human. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is obvious in view of the prior art.
